General Brooke th<j best method of se- 
curing disbandment of the Cuban 
troops and their re-entry into indus- 
trial life. 
It 
was 
decided that a 


necessary step to this end was the sur- 
render of their arms by the soldiers. 
It was apprehented that if they re- 
tained their arms some, if not many 
wight' lapse into brigandage. So the 
president himself 
ordered 
General 


Brooke to cause the "arms of the Cuban 
soldiers to be delivered to representa- 
tives of the American army. 
Gen. 


Brooke is striving to carry out instruc- 
tions. It has arrived at a point where 
the Cuban leaders, as a matter of senti- 
ment, make as conditional to -disar- 
mament that the arms be placed in 
custody of the mayors of Cuban towns. 
Realizing that to assent to this would 
be contrary to thejiresident's instruc- 
tions, General Broo'Se asked Secretary 
Alger for instructions. -Secretary Al- 
ger in turn communicated •with the 
president, feeling he was not-authorized 
:o amend or revoke the order origin- 
ally emanating directly from the pi esi- 
dent. The president has not yet re- 
plied. 


Will Treat Individually. 


li is said at the war department that 


should the Cubans refuse, to accept 
General Brooke's proffer, whether con- 
ditioned on the surrender of arms to 
the United States officers or to Cuban 
mayors, that will terminate the efforts 
of the gqvernor general to come to a 
satisfactory arrangement with 
the 


leaders. Thereupon he will proceed to 
address himself directly to the Cuban 
private soldiers. He will have the army 
officers, his agents, pay off every bona 
fide Cuban soldier, willing to comply 
with the conditions laid down, this to 
be done without further reference to 
any malcontent leaders who have so 
long retarded settlement,

A SURRENDER. 


War Department Confident That End 


In Near. 


Washington, May 19— 
War department officials are firmly 


convinced that the end of the insurrec- 
tion in the Philippines'is at hand, and 
that the representatives of the insurgent 
cabinet and of A'guinaldo, who are to 
meet General Otis today, will succumb to 
the inevitable and surrender. Their 
forces, it is said, evidently are so" de- 
moralized by the persistent advance of 
the Americaas that tMey are ready to 
accept peace on the best terhis they can 
obtain. 
• 


Driven northward-to-the foothills of 


the mountains, as they have been, their 
fleeing and scattered forces, disinte- 
grated and disheartened, no longer can 
be made to face our victorious advance. 
Less than a week ago General Luna was 
reported just north of San Fernando, 


I where General MacArthur's troops are 


concentrated, and in the neighborhood 
of Bacolor, with about 9000 rebels. 


General Otis now reports that the 


remnant of this force, about 2500 men, 
has withdrawn to Tarlao, over 20 miles 
north of San Fernando. It is probable 
that the remainder of the force moved 
east, and joined the main body of the 
insurgents, which abandoned San Isidro 
Wednesday, and fled northward to the 
point from which Aguina'ldo is now 
sending his commissioners to sue for 
peace. 
If this is a ruse to gain time, 


which none of the officials at the war 
department believes, it will avail them 
nothing, as the Americans will utilize 
the period during the negotiations in 
reconnoitering the country ahead of 
them, preparatory to the resumption of 
operations the minute the negotiations 
fail. 


The dispatch of two battalions of the 


Twenty-third infantry Thursday to Jolo, 
the principal town in the Sulu archipel- 
ago, is the fourth military expedition 
detached from the main body of our 
tro'ops at Manila. The Sulu archipelago 
is a group of 150 small islands, extending 
in the form of a crescent south of the 
Philippines. 
There are no insurgents, 


so far as known, in the Sulu group. The 
population of the islands consists of 
aborigines, Chinese traders and negroes. 


There is no absolute information at the 


war department concerning the present 
strength of the American forces under 
MacArthur, Lawton and Kobbe, which 
have been operating against the insur- 
gonts north of Manila. The*iu.mber of 
men of each organization, were it up to 
Its maximum strength, would be 16,500, 
but it is doubtful if their strength totals 
ll.DOO men. 
MacArthur's troops, ex- 


cept one regiment, are volunteers. 
Kobbe's men are all regulars, recently 
arrived. 
Three of the six regiments 


under Lawton are regulars. 
There is 


one radical difference between the vol- 
unteer 
and 
regular 
organizations. 


Losses in the former are permanent, 
while the gaps in the ranks of the regu- 
lars are being constantly filled by new 
recruits. 
It is estimated that MacAr- 


thur now has about 4500 men for active 
(jorvice; Lawton, about 5000, and Kobbe, 
1500.

CZAR TAKES ACTION 


Presides Today at a Council to Con- 


sider Abolishing Transportation to - 


Siberia. Orders a Commis- 


sion to Investigate and 


Recommend Some 


Other Penalty. 


St. Petersburg, May 19.—The Czar 


presided at a meeting- of the council to 
discuss the abolishing of transportation 
to Sberia on the ground that it was 
prejudicial to the interests of the 
country and a serious obstacle to the 
progress of Sibeiia. As an outcome 
the Czar ordered a commission to con- 
sider the question, of substituting an- 
other penalty for this transportation. 


DE STALL TO PRESIDE. 


Kussioii Selected at Opening Session of 


the Peace Conference. 


The Hague, May 19.—A more peaceful 


corner of tl* world it would be hard to 
find than that in which stands the palace 
where tile peace conference sessions will 
be held. The octagonal hall lends itself 
to an admirable arrangement, the center 
aisle dividing rows of green baize desks, 
marked with the names of the nation* 
alphabetically. The hour of assembling 
was 2 o'clock, and M. de Beaufort, fol- 
lowed by his excellency, Yang Yu, 
China's representative, in a rich robe ot 
peacock blue, was first to arrive. 
A 


little later came Sir Julian Pauncefote 
and Seth Low, whose views regarding 
Anglo-American arbitration encourage 
hopes of wider scheme. After them 
came Andrew White and Captain Ma- 
han, the latter wearing the dark blue 
uniform of the service of which he is the 
literary expert. The other delegates e* 
tered as the taps of tie gavel opened the 
proceedings. 


The conference opened at 2 o'clock. 


M. De Beaufort, president of the coun» 
cil and minister of foreign affairs of the 
government of the Netherlands, de- 
livered the inaugural address and wel- 
comed the delegates. 
• M. De Beaufort sjxSke of tne high 
honor of the choice of The Hague as the 
meeting place for the conference, and ex- 
toled the noble initiative of the czar, 
saying this would be a red-letter day 
In the history of the century, and ex- 
pressing the hope that hiittnajesty would 
be able to look back at the day as the 
most glorious day of his life. 


The delegates sent the following tele- 


pram to the czar: 
"The peace con- 


ference lays at the feet of your majesty 
its respectful congratulations upon the 1 
occasion of your birthday, and expresses ' 
its sincere desire to co-operate in the 
great and noble work in which your 
majesty has taken a renerous Initiative, i 
and for which it begs you to accept its 
humble and profound gratitude." 


M. De Staal, the Russian ambassa- 


dor to Great Britain and head of the 
Russian delegation, in formally assum- 
ing the presidency of the conference, 
said his first duty was to express to 
M. De Beaufort his sincere gratitude for 
the noble terms in which he had re- 
ferred to his august master, adding 
that his majesty would be deeply 
touched by them, as well as by the 
spontaneity with which the high as- 
sembly had associated itself therewith. 


Continuing, M. 
De 
Staal 
said: 


"Though to the czar is due the initiative 
of the conference, we owe much to the 
Queen of the Netherlands for inviting 
us to her capital. 
It is a. happy augury 


of success that we have met under the 
auspices of the young sovereign, whose 
charge is felt in a wide circle, whose 
heart is open to everything great and 
generous, and who has displayed such 
sympathy with the cause which brings 
US here. 
It is on the historic soil of 


the Netherlands that the greatest" po- 
litical problems have been discussed. 
Here is the wattle of science and inter- 
national law." 


After making his address, II. De Staal, 


in behalf of the conference, telegraphed 
to the Queen of the Nethrlands as fol- 
lows: 


"The members of this conference, as- 


sembled for the first time in tbis beauti- 
ful Huis Ten Bosch, hasten to lay at the 
feet of your majesty their best wishes, 
praying you to accept their homage an* 
gratitude for the hospitality, you have 
so graciously deigned to offer them." 
The reading of the message was warmly 
applauded. 


After the appointment of nine secre- 


taries, M. De Staal's proposal, that the 
sessions be secret, was adopted. 


The next session will take place on 


Saturday, when the delegates will ar- 
range a program and appoint commit' 
tees. The conference then adjourned. 


The session yesterday lasted only 25 


minutes, and the apparent unanimity 
displayed was considered to augur well 
for the outcome.

Instead ot the present system of dis- 
cussion as to the relative anerits of the 
speakers by the judges after -the de- 
bate these five men .are to. turn in their 
opinion in -writing, the majority de- 
claring the winners. It' is-" still un- 
certain -whether • this method -will be 
adbpted or not but the prevalent opin- 
ion is that it is an improvement on the 
old plan and it is advocated by men in 
authority here and the college in gen- 
eral.

The anti-administration, men, who

THE PEACE CONGRESS. 


The international peace conference at 


the Hague has met and organized and 
adjourned till tomorrow. M. De Staal, 
Russian ambassador to Great Britain, 
has been chosen president, undoubtedly 
out of respect to the Crar, at -whose in- 
itiative the congress assembled. Queen 
"Wilhelmina of the Netherlands, in 
whose dominion the congress assem- 
bles and the Czar of all the Russias 
have been given a liberal amount of 
conventional praise and sufficient has 
been, said in. the address of welcome 
and the address by the president of the 
congress about the importance of the 
congress, the great questions 
with 


ivhich it is to deal and also about the 
"happy auguries." 


The congress will get to business to- 


morrow it is expected. It will proceed 
in a business-like way and will name 
three commissions from its membership 
to arrange the program. 
One com- 


mission •nitl take up the matter of dis- 
armament, or restriction of armament 
and, military expenditure; another will 
give attention to the laws governing 
warfare, and the third will confine it-1 


self to mediation and international ar- 
bitration. It is believed the program 
will be very complete and will permit 
ther congress to go exhaustively into the 
history bearing on the three important 
matters and also the opinions of the 
great men of the world concerning 
them. 


No agreement of consequence regard- 


ine1 disarmament is expected from the 
congress and it is not likely that the 
governments will be called upon to 
c'eal with a practical recommendation 
from the congress on this prime point. 
Something may be produced relative to 
a courc or plar. of arbitration and it is 
quite certain, that something will re- 
sult concernisig laws governing war- 
fare. It is altogether probable that the 
main result of the peace conference 
vi!l be a perfecting of ways to make 
•war. Something that will put a little 
more humanity into war will not be a 
very useless affair. 


The congress con hardly avoid doing 


a valuable work in collecting and cor- 
relating most of the material touching 
uj'on the universal peace idea and add- 
ing the expert opinion 
OL which the 


dtiegates to the conference are capable 
of giving. The proceedings of the con- 
gress, no matter what the congress 
may accomplish in a practical way, 
should form a most valuable library on 
ti>o international good-will question, 
and should ser-.'e as a common brief 
iron which the v oriel may argue the 
matter and reach a common conclu- 
sion. 


A TBBST IM IIOHT. 


On Wednesday evening we published 


a rather innocent looking but quite im- 
portant dispatch. It was sent to us by 
the Associated Press and read as fol- 
lows: 


"Promotors of the plan for the 'con- 


solidation of the electric street rail- 
ways and electric lighting plants of 
MtMcbuictta and Rhode Island today 


N[E WS P A PER fl R C HIV E ® — -. 


announced that the last company had 
been secured and that the combine in- 
cludes 32 companies. The capitaliza- 
tion of the new company is $24,500,000, 
preferred." 


Yesterdai1 evening we announced 


that Colonel Richardson of this city 
knew nothing of the reported combine 
as far as lighting plants in the western 
part of the state are concerned. 
It 


was the opinion that the eastern part 
of the state; might be in such a deal. 
Colonel Richardson pointed out that 
the law governing street railroads and 
lighting companies would not allow of 
their being consolidated into one com- 
pany. - 


The news conveyed in the dispatch 


which we have reference to takes too 
much color from rumors that have 
been afloat to permit of its being 
brushed aside as an unfounded or very 
much exaggerated story. The fact that 
the law stands in the way of the abol- 
ishing of all the electric railroad and 
electric lighting plants and the uniting 
of them as the property of one concern 
does not argue much against the ex- 
istence of the reported consolidation. 
It is possible and practicable for all of 
the electric railways and electric light- 
ing plants to pool interests in a com- 
bine and yet go on under the law doing 
business as they are doing business 
now. 


There are no interests for which it 


would be more desirable to form a 
trust at the present time than these 
railways and lighting interests. 
To- 


day the very air is full of municipal 
ownerships. 
Cities of this common- 


wealth have attempted to follow the 
examples set by cities of the west, and 
our state legislature has amended our 
laws to make municipal ownership 
easier 
of attainment. 
The electric 


lighting plants are in the greatest 
danger. They are not only the central 
point of attack by the municipal 
ownership ideal but they are threatened 
by progress in gas manufacture and the 
economical use of gas. 
It would be 


decidedly to the advantage of the elec- 
tric 
railways 
and 
the 
electric 


lighting concerns—and in. many in- 
stances the railway and lighting are 
united i;l one company or so closely 
connectcd as to be one concern prac- 
tically—it, would be to the decided ad- 
vantage of these interests to form a 
trust out of themselves. The trust in 
good working order, instances such as 
the Holyoke movement towards muni- 
cipal ownership could be successfully 
met by a judicious dropping1 of prices 
for a time to ward off the danger.

go to take part in the ceremonies. The 
reasons for extending the courtesy are 
set forth quite fnlly in the invitation, 
which will be delivered by a messenger. 
The desire to make the Filipino leader 
acquainted with the manners and meth- 
ods of carrying forward a Chicago en- 
terprise and the wish to hasten the es- 
tablishment of friendly relations be- 
tween the races are set forth at greatest 
length.

Experiment of Breeding: Silver Gray 


Foxes In Maine Successful. 


The experiment of breeding silver 


gray foxes in Maine is likely to prove a 
ouccess. 
The so called "Dutch pre- 


serves" on an island off the coast of 
Lincoln county now holds 41 foxes, old 
and young, and the proprietor has late- 
ly refused an offer of $5,000 for the 
foxes and good will of the business. In 
Bowerbank a few men from Dover have 
fenced in 300 acres of land, stocking it 
with 800 rabbits and five foxes, which 
have wintered all right. This spring the 
three female foxes gave birth to 16 
pups, 11 of which were white. One un- 
natural mother had killed her three 
gray offspring before the keeper arriv- 
ed to prevent' the crime. The white 
pups have been kept alive and are now 
able to play out in the yard.

O'Brien, who identified it as part of a 
suit he had made for the son of Mr. 
Smith in North Pownal, whose store 
was uiie of the last in this district to 
be robbed. The chief and Mr. Eldridge 
then drove to North Pownal, and Mr. 
Smith recognized the cloth as from the 
coat which was taken from his store 
th,e night of the robbery. 


The shoes were very similar to some 


that were taken from Mr. Hall's store 
on one of the occasions when it was 
entered. They were of vici kid. size 7, 
and as they were not an ordinary shoe 
the identification was quite positive. A 
black silk handkerchief which the man 
wore about his neck was also identi- 
fied by Mr. Potter as one of those 
taken from Jlr. Hall's store. 


The man had when shot a 3S-calibre 


Harrington & Ilichardson revolver, 
which is similar with one stolen from 
Whipple'? store in North Pownal and 
undoubtedly the same one. 


A more positive identification was 


that of Mr. Potter, who after looking 
at the man's face remembered in it 
that of a man who called at Hall's 
store on March 22 to look at 
some 


shoes. That night the store was en- 
tered for the first time. 


All the circumstances make it cer- 


tain that the unknown man who made 
himself famous by his continued bold 
robberies is at last the victim of his 
own confidence, and that the merchants 
of Williamstown will not have to worry 
any more. A companion who was with 
the man when he was shot escaped, 
and every effort will be made to land 
him, 
but it is very improbable that 


there will be any more burglaries in 
this region to be charged to Ixis ac- 
count. 


It has been about two months now 


since the first break stirred up this 
district. 
Several stores in Williams- 


town were entered the night of March 
22. The postoffice in the 
store was 


robbed at this time. 
Again on the 


nights of April 6 and May 9 Hall's 
store was entered, and 
May 12 the 


Whipple and Smith stores in North 
Pown'al were entered and looted. Dur- 
ing this period many stores in New- 
York state have been been entered in 
the same way and probably by the 
same men. 


George Bodgers, who shot and killed 


the burglar, is an old man; who keeps 
a store in Middle Falls. The man ef- 
fected an entrance toi Rodgers' store 
by taking out a large glass in one of 
the front doors. He was seen by Mr. 
Rodgers and wife in the store and 
frightened away. The man returned 
and struck a match just inside the 
door. Rodgers, who in the meantime 
had loaded his shotgun, fired at him 
when the burgla.r struck the match. 
Entrance was also made in another 
store near Rodgers' by taking out a 
window in the back part of the store. 
There he secured some jewelry, part of 
which was found on his person. 


About forty shot were taken from the 


left side of his face and neck and from 
the back part of his head. He was un- 
conscious from the time he was taken 
until death. He held in his right hand 
a large revolver, and it was with diffi- 
culty that Constable Leroy Green suc- 
ceeded in wrenching it from his grasp. 


He was dark skinned, with a smooth 


face, and black hair. He wore 
a 


black derby hat and a shirt which 
Charles Dodds of South Cambridge said 
was the exact style of shirts 
taken 


from his store. The man also had in 
his possession a knife with a broken 
blade, which fitted to a piece of knife 
blade found in Dodds' store. 
Four 


watches, two of them ladies' watches, 
three gold rings and other jewelry were 
found in his clothes, with about J10 in 
cash.

Should Bow to America and 


Practice Patience* 


Manifesto From Gomez Touching Upon the 


• Past, Present and Future. 


Havana, May 19.—General Maximo 


Gomez, in his 
manifesto issued "last 


evening, reviews his part In the nego- 
tiations with Governor General Brooke 
ami speaks of his love for.Cuba and his 
sufferings on her bejialf in the past. 
General Gomez says: 


"The hour has now arrived for me to 


raise my voice In justification c^'my 
position and ,to describe the/'arduous 
work I have clone since my first visit to 
General Brooke. I protested to him 
against the sum offered by,the-Uhit&d 
States as insufficient to accompli&h the 
good intended. While waiti-ngr-an an- 
swer to my protest I sought a solution of 
the question. General Brooke, 
repre- 


senting the 
chief magistrate of the 


United States, announced his 'inability 
to add to the sum already settled upon. 
• "Speculators" then" attempted to hrter^ 
vene, offering suggestions which were 
refused by me.' They pVesent^d a prop- 
osition to the military assembly, but the 
scheme was frustrated byPresident Mc^- 
Kinley's refusal -to' recognize thafbody. 
I deemed the formation of militia a prao-1 
ticable solution, and General Brooke, 
who approved the idea, asked me for a 
summary of my views on the subject. 
To this I replied that 10,000 men were all 
it would 'oe possible to get from the for- 
mer Cuban army without distinction as 
to race. My answer was semt to Presi- 
dent McKinley, together with a per- 
sonal-letter giving explicit reasons v/hy 
'such a corps was necessary. 


"I had many conferences with General 


Brooke in my endeavors to discover such 
a plan of payment as would not exclude 
ttie men who had never carried arms. 
General Brooke insisted upon the sur- 
render of arms before the receipt of pay- 
ment, and I also desired that such arms 
as had already been surrendered and 
such as should be surrendered hereafter 
might be delivered to warehouses, in the 
care of Cuban armorers, to be paid out 
Of the Cuban treasury, 
' "I do not think it a disgrace that the 
Cuban soldiers should receive, from a 
government which is able to pay, sums 
that will relieve their immediate needs. 
Special certificates will be given to all, 
redeemable by the Cuban republic so 
soon as it is established. 


"I am convinced that it is compatible 


with obtaining peace to have an army, 
with arms reserved to defend Cuba 
against her enemies, and in the mean- 
time to be guarded as the relics of a 
glorious struggle. In my judgment, 
whether the arms were disposed of to the 
municipalities or to armorers, it would 
be all the same under the intervening 
government. The Cuban commission- 
ers, however, refused to agree with Gen- 
eral Brooke and the Americans, and de- 
clined to fix dates and places where the 
Cuban soldiery could deliver up arms 
and receive payment from the American 
paymasters after identification by their 
respective chiefs." 


After 
further 
praise 
of 
"General 


Brooke's consideration" and a declara- 
tion of his own desire to correct an error 
existing in Cuba with respect to the 
United States, he goes on to say: 


"I did not act alone, as seems to be 


popularly believed, but always consulted 
with our officers. My advice to you now 
is to return to your homes with the 
amounts offered by the intervening gov- 
ernment and to practice patience, which 
will be an additional proof of your hero- 
ism. 
In this way we shall reconstruct 


mo*?t rapidly the homes consecrated by 
the blood of martyrs; blood poured out 
in behalf of a purpose now attained, and 
thus begin this cycle of liberty with the 
grandest prospects, preceded by the 
heralds of future prosperity and peace. 


"This work is your portion. Let no pre- 


text interfere with the attainment of 
the independent government for which 
three generations of Cubans have strug- 
gled with all sacrifice, and which is now 
promised by a noble nation, pledged to 
obtain for us our rights. 


"Meanwhile. I shall remain where I am 


generously invited, among the Cubans. 
I shall work without cessation for our 
aspirations and in a narrow sphere as- 
signed me if necessary. And if it hap- 
pens that all logical and just methods 
shall toe exhausted without the desired 
result, I will go to Washington and there 
tell of Cuba and. her sacred ideals of an 
independent republic and will arbitrate 
the destiny of our country, baptised with 
blood and sanctified with our love of in- 
dependence and liberty, which we will 
never cease demanding in tones of sub- 
tlest diplomacy for the sake of the nation 
that is to be in the near future, always 
asking that independence and liberty 
which we covet in the name of right, 
civilization, justice and democracy." 


•Public Stands by Strikers. 


Wheeling, May 19.—One of the most 


peculiar strikes probably ever contested 
In the United States has been in progress 
lor five weeks'on the Wheeling street 
railway lines. The remarkable feature 
of the contest is the unanimity of the 
support of the strikers by the popula- 
tion of Wheeling and the surrounding 
towns. The men si/ruck for 20 cents an 
hour with nine hours a day's work. AH 
the cars are in'operation and the com- 
pany is not having any trouble to run 
them. Not over.five persons, however, 
ride on the entire system during the day. 
Bus lines run by the strikers are largely 
patronized.

That Mr. Rogers' politeness resulted 


in the death of its recipient cannot be 
said with certainty, for the latter was 
an invalid, and his chances of escape 
would have been small wherever he 
happened to be seated. Assisted by an 
attendant, he entered the car at a time 
when there were no two adjacent seats 
vacant. There was one vacant chair 
next to Mr. Eogers, however, at '.he 
rear end cf the car. 


As the two newcomers looked r,boTit. 


them in perplexity, Rogers, whu Is a 
Paterson lawyer, arose and beckcued to 
them. The invalid, an elderly man, 
thanked him warmly as the attendant 
and himself seated themselves side by 
side. As for the polite lawyer, he took 
possession of an unoccupied chair far- 
ther forward, facing two strangers, 
who afterward proved to be United 
States Senator Boies Penrose and Gen- 
eral E. Bnrd Grnbb. 


It was only a moment or two later 


that the catastrophe overtook the train. 
The elderly invalid was crushed to 
death in the twinkling of an eye. The 
attendant was seriously injured. 
Rog- 


ers escaped almost without a scratch. 
So did Senator Penrose and General 
Grubb. Rescuers on the outside tore 
out the window for them, and they 
wriggled to freedom. Not until then did 
they learn the shocking character of 
the disaster. Senator Penrose and Gen- 
eral Grubb turned gravely to one an- 
other and shook hands. 
Then they 


turned to Rosters and shook hands with 
him in turn. Not long afterward tho 
lawyer saw men lifting from the tangle 
of wood and iron the body of the in- 
valid to whom he had given his seat.—

Bad complexions often arise from in- 


attention to diet and want of fresh air 
and walking exercise; also from not 
knowing how toi take care of the skin. 
Beauty is'a go'od deal like learning. The 
royal road is wanted.- Complexions are 
not unlike materials, for some are so 
tough that nothing seems to hurt them. 
They wear like 'serge. Then others are 
as dainty as muslin and require the 
most .careful attention, while there are 
others that at one time seem fresh and 
nice and at other times worn and old 
looking. 


With 'some skins vater never does 


any harm, and yet with other complex- 
ions water Is really' ruination, but no 
rule can be laid down. Each Individ- 
ual must decide for herself whether 
nature's nectar is suited or not to her 
skin. One thing is certain, and that is 
ordinary water Is decidedly injurious 
sooner or later to nearly every akin. 
.Therefore unless it can be puriftcd and 


softened it is better to use a little 
grease to cleanse the face. Rainwater 
?s \\hat should be used. It is simply in- 
valuable fur the skin, but as every one 
cannot obtain this it is better to use 
rosewater or even distilled water. 


Cure of Children. 


Children cannot have too much fresh 


air, but so long as the weather is cold 
they should be given a little run and a 
lift in the car or baby carriage alter- 
nately. The method of locomotion adopt- 
ed by very young children is not very 
expeditious, and they are scarcely able 
to get thoroughly warm on their own 
account. 


Never let the little folks so oat feel- 


ing cold. Let them start with the fullest j 
supply of animal warmth, which is thrn 
likely to remain with them while they 
are out. The morning walk should be 
preceded by a hot drink, such as half a 
cup of beef tea, cocoa or milk, with 
bread or bread and butter, as the case 
may be. And in the afternoon the chil- 
dren are thoroughly warm after the 
substantial midday meal. Headgear re- 
quires a little thought, as nursery chil- 
dren want hats that afford some pro- 
tection to their ears, though it is not 
necessary that these should be covered 
up, except in the case of infants lying in 
their perambulators. 
.While sending 


youngsters out in nearly every sort of a 
clear day, it is well to guard against 
the damp wind, which is as treacherous 
as it is malevolent. 


Rule by Kindness. 


If one is bound to ruin one's children, 


the choice should be to do it by kind- 
ness rather than by brutality, but there 
is not the least need of hanging on ei- 
ther horn of this dilemma. Let every 
child bo taught to Obey, its parents. Let 
it be taught this while it is a little child, 
not humored and petted to death then 
and taught hundreds of tricks which it 
must be broken o. afterward.- 


If you can teach your child- obedience 


without whipping him, so much the bet- 
ter. Don't whip such a child. It is 
cruelty. But if he will not fear or obey 
without such punishment administer it 
gently and simply in a convincing man- 
ner, but do not be looking and speak- 
ing blows at him for a week afterward. 
While gentle, respectful and obedient 
children are tho sweetest things .on 
earth there are few things more dis- 
agreeable and repulsive than badly 
managed and unruly children. No one 
can endure them, and their parents are 
justly to blame. 


Fish Sansnge. 


Remove the skin and bones from a 


boiled fresh haddock (o'r two small 
whiting) and pound the flsh in a mor- 
tar. Pour sufficient boiling milk-upon a 
small teacupful of fine white bread 
crumbs to soak them. Leave them cov- 
ered for five minutes and then beat 
them to a stiff paste with a fork. Add 
a piece of butter, half a small teaspoon- 
ful of anchovy sauce, a dessertspoonful 
of chopped parsley, a very little 'finely 
minced onion and season with salt, pep- 
per and a little grated nutmeg. 


Add the prepared bread to the pound- 


•ed flsh and beat the ingredients to- 
gether. Stir in just enough beaten egg 
to bind the mixture, then divide it and 
form it into small sausages. ,Flour 
them and dip them into the beaten egg 
and cover them with dry crumbs and 
fry them in clarified bacon fat- until 
evenly browned. The sausages can be 
made the evening before. If necessary, 
only requiring frylnc in the morning. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Ink stains on marble may be removed 


with salts of lemon. 


Soda should be used to wash anything 


that is greasy. The alkali causes the 
grease to turn into soap, which does 
the work of cleansing. 


To remove oil stains from wood cover 


them with a stiff paste made of pipe 
clay and water. Leave till the next day, 
when the marks will have disappeared. 


To conceal cracks in floors first oil 


the floor with boiled linseed oil and 
thoroughly fill the cracks with putty. 
When quite dry, the floor should be 
iviimed, and the cracks will then be in- 
visible. 
Shred finely two ounces of beeswax 


and one ounce of yellow soap into a jar. 
Pour over enough turpentine to cover 
and dissolve slowly on tho stove, stir- 
ring occasionally with a piece of stick. 
When oooi, this compound will ba a 
good floor polish. 


To renovate a soiled pack cf caru3 


rub over cr>cb card with a small piece 
of butter applied with a piece of flan- 
nel. Continue rabbin? till the butter 
has absorbed the dirt and has in its 
turn been absorbed by the flannel. Then 
gloss the cards again by polishing them 
vith a floury flannel. 
To polish tortoise shell combs which 


lave become shabby rub them with rot- 
ten stone mixed with a little olive oil. 
The rotten 
stone should be sifted 


through a piece of fine muslin before 
being mixed with the oil. When all 
maiks have been removed from the 
tortoise shell, polish again with a piece 
of very soft wash leather and a little- 
silversmith's rouge. 


To clean a silver teapot, twice a week 


after washing fill the teapot v/ith hot 
soda water and allow it to remain for a 
couple of hours. Then empty the pot 
and rinse it thoroughly with claan wa- 
ter.- It is not sufficient that the teapot 
should be bright and clean mer*ly on 
the outside, for unless it is perfectly 
clean inside also it will make bad last- 
ing and unwholesome lea. 


Cure ot Piano Key*. 


Probably the whole sonled musician 


does not study the complexion of. piano 
keys, and while the artistic may prefer 
to see them delicately toned with aga 
and use, the careful and cleanly house- 
wife would certainly elect to see them 
otherwise. This is all the more to bo 
encouraged seeing that the yellowing 
of the ivory is due to the absorption of 
grease from tho finger tips, and while 
it is possible to remove this and thus 
pander to the taste for eleinlinoss it is 
not possible to perfectly bleach the keys 
again, thus irntalins tho aesthetic How- 
ever, much may be done and tho way 
to proceed is to make a paste from 
whiting and a solution of potash, allow- 
ing the mixture to remain on the Keys 
for about 24 hours, or according to tat 
amount of restoration that is desired. 


To Keep Floivcrc 


Flowers will last much longer if theif 


stems are set in a dish of sand. Ar- 
range the flowers in the usual manner 
and then carefully pour into the vase 
by means of a funnel enough s*nd to 
nearly fill it. Then very gradually add 
water till it stands a little above t.ie 
sand. Replenish the water from day 
to day.
